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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  I965. 
This  v;ill  be  my  nineteenth,  and  last,  report  to  the  Council. 

It  is  alv/ays  a  salutory  experience  to  look  back  on  the  v/ork  of 
previous  years  and  I  feel  that  it  may  be  of  some  interest  to  review 
the  nineteen  years  I  have  spent  in  the  service  of  the  Council.  It 
may  be  that  a  pattern  will  be  traced,  or  errors  uncovered,  to  show 
v.'hat  w'as  done  vrell,  v/hat  might  have  been  done  better  and  what  vvas 
never  done  at  all. 


First  of  all,  I  shall  deal  with  the  data  relevant  to  the  year 
1965  alone,  afterwards  I  snail  try  to  sura  up  the  last  I9  years,  under 
the  various  headings  and  finally  I  will  venture  to  draw  some  conclusions 
and  perhaps  give  a  pointer  to  the  future.

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The  estimated  mid-year  population  v;as  505  950,  an  increase  of 
1,640  since  1964*  As  there  v/as  an  excess  of  4^5  bii^ths  over  deaths, 
some  1,175  I'lew  residents  must  have  moved  iito  the  district.  The 
correspondiig  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  dv;ellings  v/as  781. 

Retrospectively,  in  my  first  year  of  office,  1947,  the  population 
\ias  30,500  and  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  434  due  to  the  very 
high  birth  rate  that  year. 

In  1947  a  penny  rate  was  £580  and  total  rate  revenue  £150,570. 

In  1964,  the  corresponding  figures  wore  £5,830  and  £1,451,332. 

During  this  period,  the  population  increase  amounted  to  about  26^0. 

THE  ..'KaTHBR 

The  year  I9O5  will  go  on  record  as  one  of  the  most  depressing  frcm 
the  point  of  view  of  weather  for  at  least  40  years.  There  v/ere  hardly 
any  settled  spells  and  these  viere  masked  and  heavily  outnumbered  by 
long  periods  of  inclement  and  uncompromising  conditions.  The  summer 
months  were  predominartly  cool,  wet  and  dull  and  the  total  rainfall  was 
over  29" .  The  holiday  month  of  July  was  the  most  unpleasant  since 
1925,  August  -was  sligiitly  better  while  in  SerDtember  the  heavy  rain 
returned  to  complete  a  dismal  three  months. .  Apart  frcm  late  October, 
all  the  \.dnter  months  v/ere  dull  and  cold  and  mostly  very  wet. 

In  the  last  18  years,  there  have  been  10  very  severe  winters  and 
8  relatively  mild  ones.  For  6  years  from  1951  to  195^  every  './inter 
'Was  hard,  the  last  one  being  in  I963. 

Summers  have  had  a  bad  record,  12  of  them  being  predominantly  wet 
or  dull  and  6  were  suxiny  and  v/arm . 

Only  3  years,  1949,  1959  and  19 64  had  mild  winters  and  bright 
‘•■/arm  summers.  In  1947,  1952  and  1955  a  severe  winter  was  followed  by 
a  v/arm  surmiier. 

There  v/as  a  long  depressing  run  of  bad  suimners  from  195^  to  19^3 
except  for  one  break  in  1959  v/hich  ./as  sunny  and  v/arm. 

The  increase  of  numbers  of  deaths  from  respiratory  disease  was 
noteable  in  the  hard  -winters,  particularly  if  it  was  an  epidemic  year 
for  influenza.  The  deaths  were  predominantly  amongst  the  elderly.

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There  were  1018  live  births  and  353  deaths  registered  during 
1963  together  v/ith  I6  stillbirths  and  including  10  infant  deaths  but 
no  maternal  deaths  associated  with  childbirth. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  .'w'as  l8j  the  same  as  the  National  figure-, 
v;hile  the  death  rate,  similarly  adjusted  was  9.9  oonpared  with  11.5 
for  England  and  v/ales.  The  district  was  therefore  .^aining  by  birth 
at  the  same  rate  as  the  'v/hole  country  but  losing  Ey  death  at  a  much 
lov7er  rate.

The  above  tables  show'  that  only  one  of  these  infant  deaths  was 
preventable  being  due  to  an  acute  respiratory  infection.  The  other 
9  all  occurred  in  the  first  3  days  of  life  and  were  due  to  congenital 
defects  and  dOj^rees  of  prematurity  incompatible  with  survival.

Retrospective  Report 


Looking  back  over  the  years,  perhaps  the  most  striking  change  has 
been  the  reduction  in  infant  mortality.  In  1947  "the  rate  was  38  infant 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births.  By  1934?  that  figure  ;7as  halved  and  in 
1963  it  v/as  halved  again.  In  18  years  the  chances  of  survival  of  an 
infant  born  into  this  district  have  improved  4  times,  ivhile  over  the 
country  as  a  v/hole  in  the  sarae  period  the  mortality  rate  has  only  been 
halved.  In  I962,  a  really  phenomenally  low  rate  was  recorded  as  only 
4  infants  died  out  of  1,000  live  births.

iigain  it  vd.ll  be  seen  that  males  are  more  vulnerable  than  females, 
particularly  where  accidents  are  concerned,  5  males  to  1  female  died 
accidentally  and  4  of  these  occurred  on  the  roads. 

There  were  20  deaths  from  disease  in  this  age  groups,  malignant 
disease  accounting  for  6  of  these  and  there  v/as  one  suicide,  a  female 
aged  35. 


Since  1952,  premature  deaths  have  been  noted  in  the  iinnual 
iteports  and  from  1956  onwards  they  have  been  analysed  into  age,  sex 
and  causation. 


In  9  years  since  1956,  there  have  been  I69  deaths  of  persons 
under  the  age  of  40.,  The  following  table  gives  the  figures  in  the

It  v/ill  be  clearly  seen  that  there  is  great  preponderance  of 
males,  tvvice  as  many  as  females  but  v; hen  the  figures  are  further 
broken  down  into  causes,  accidents  killed  6times  as  many  males  as 
females.  Disease  is  slightly  more  fatal  to  young  males  than  to 
young  females  but  if  accidental  deaths,  chiefly  on  the  roads,  could 
be  prevented  there  would  only  be  half  the  male  deaths  under  40.

Again  we  see  the  heavy  toll  that  accidents  take  of  young  life 
and  once  more  the  tremendous  pro jonderance  of  males.  Disease  killed 
only  a  third  more  boys  than  girls  \;hile  accidents  killed  nearly  5 
times  as  many. 

The  remedy  must  lie  in  communal  efforts  to  reduce  the  hazards 
of  the  road^  the  home,  the  water  and  the  workplace.  Safety 
precautions  plus  education  of  all  in  reasonably  prudent  behaviour 
would  prevent  the  loss  of  many  years  of  active  life,  particularly 
for  the  young  male. 
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There  were  108  deaths  from  nialiyiant  disease^,  9  inore  than  last 
year  and  lung  cancer  accounted  for  21+  of  these,  compared  wath  l6  in 
1964.  Tile  re  were  18  male  and  6  female  deaths  from  lung  cancer.

The  following  graph  shoves  how  the  figures  have  fluctuated  somew’hat 
from  year  to  year  but  also  how  the  general  trend  has  been  a  steady 
increase  in  numbers  of  deaths  from  this  preventable  disease.  The 
proved  commonest  cause  of  lung  cancer  being  heavy  cigarette  smoking, 
the  majority  of  these  fatal  cases  have  literally  'smoked  themselves 
to  death' .

Heart  and  circulatory  disease  were  the  coninonest  cause  of  death 
(54/o)  with  97  deaths  from  coronary  occlusion  compare’d  with  9^  last 
year.  A^ain  many  more  coronaiy  deaths  occurred  in  males  than  in  females 
59  males  to  38  females^  20  of  the  male  deaths  were  at  ages  under  65 
compared  with  only  A  ii^  females.  Again  heavy  smoking  may  be  a  f'actor 
in  the  causation  of  these  early  heart  deaths. 

Hespiratory  disease  'was  more  fatal  in  I965  than  in  the  previous 
year,  68  deaths  compared  with  40  in  I964.  -rt-H  hut.  10  of  these  deaths 
occurred  over  the  age  of  65  and  40  of  them  at  the  age  of  75  aiid  over. 

Finally,  of  all  deaths  occurred  at  over  the  age  of  65  and 

49%  at  over  the  age  of  75* 

These  percentages  have  increased  very  significantly  since  1947^ 
when  only  of  deaths  occurred  over  65  and  40%  over  75* 

In  other  .;ords  more  people  are  living  longer  e^TQvy  year  and  the 
death  rates  of  the  younger  ago  groups  are  being  gradually  reduced, 
w'ith  the  note  able  exceptions  of  road  accidents,  lung  cancer  and 
coronary  thrombosis.

There  v/ere  753  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease,  440  more 
than  in  19 64.

Spro'wston  Infants  School 

I'or  several  years  now  virus  vomiting  has  been  endemic  in 
Spro.ston  Infants  School.  In  19^2,  a  very  large  n  umber  of  cases 
occurx'ed  and  routine  exclusion  of  affected  children  for  3  nays  was 
instigated.  In  spite  of  t.-..is  and  many  other  measures,  aimed  at 
preventing  the  spread  of  infection,  cases  continued  to  occur  in 
vaiying  nuLibers  all  throu.  h  19d3  ^nd  1964»  In  19^3,  virologists  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  began  an  intensive  research  project 
into  the  causation  and  this  .;ork  continued  throughout  19^4  ^nd  I963. 

A  certain  virus  was  isolated  from  several  cases  but  it  has  not 
yet  oeen  conclusively  proved  that  tnis  Sorain  v/as  the  cause  01  the 
continued  re -infection. 


One  interesting  face  did  cone  out  oi  the  investigation  vjas 
that  by  no  means  all  children  at  the  school  were  equally  affected  - 
the  attack  rate  w'as  snmned  up  thus

A  case  of  tetanus  vvas  reported  during  the  3^ear  after  admission 
to  hospital.  The  patient  was  an  elderly  man  who  had  woi'ked  on  the 
land  all  his  life.  He  injured  the  palm  of  his  hand  v.dth  a  fowl’s 
claw  and  it  w^as  probably  through  this  vvound  that  the  tetanus  sx^ores 
gained  entry  to  the  body. 


He  had  a  very  severe  illness  but,  fortunately,  after  a  long 
period  of  hospital  treatment  he  made  a  complete  recovery.  This  case 
illustrates  the  importance  of  vaccination  against  tetanus,  especially 
for  those  who  work  on  the  land  or  in  gardens  .Hiere  there  is  likely 
to  be  andnal  manure. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

The  County  Council’s  scheme  for  the  protection  of  the  commimity 
from  various  diseases  continued  to  operate  durinj_  the  year.  A  large 
majority  of  children  and  a  smaller  nuaber  of  adults  have  been 
iniunised  against  some  or  all  of  the  followdng  diseases

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In  1947  v/hen  I  oa^-ie  to  this  district  tne  only  immunisation 
procedures  operatin^^  «vere  smallpox  vaccination  and  diphtheria 
im.  u  unis  at  ion  (si^^ce  1940),  mainly  of  school  children. 

In  1956  the  first  selected  a^e  i;youps  were  offered  protection 
against  poliomyelitis  and  gradually  as  more  cUiti(_en  became  available, 
it  came  into  general  use  for  people  of  all  ages.  In  the  last  4 
years  Salk  vaccine  by  injection  has  been  replaced  by  Sabin  Vaccine 
given  orally,  a  much  more  popular  method  of  administration. 

whooping  cougli  vaccine  became  genei'ally  cvailaele  in  195^. 


Tetanus  vaccination  vms  meanwhile  becoming  a  routine  procedure 
for  school  children  and  as  combined  anti^^ens  ;./ere  developed,  triple 
vaccination  against  vhooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  tetcuius  in  infancy 
became  universal  practice.  Oral  polio  is  no..  n/en  sinultaneously 
v.ith  the  triple  vaccine.

Comment 


It  is  notev/orthy  that  while  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis  appears  to 
have  been  abolished  by  immunisation,  protection  against  whooping  cough  has 
not  had  such  dramatic  results.  The  decreased  i-icidence  in  recent  years  is, 
hou’ever,  quite  significant,  with  much  milder  symptoms  in  those  notified 
and  an  absence  of  fatal  cases.

The  acceptance  rate  v/as  higher  than  last  year,  71^  compared  v/ith 
63.^  but  the  number  found  positive  v/as  higher,  13^0  compared  with  ^0 
in  1964.  The  probable  explanation  of  this  is  the  inclusion  in  these 
figures  of  those  for  a  Home  Office  School,  v/here  a  third  of  those 
tested  proved  to  be  positive,  due  no  doubt  to  the  greater  opportunity 
for  infection  in  the  large  cities  from  v/hich  many  of  these  young 
people  come. 


Again,  all  strongly  positive  cases  were  follov/ed  up  at  the  Chest 
clinic  and  if  necessary,  X  rayed,  xi'fev/  cases  v/ere  kept  under 
observation  as  a  precautionary  measure  but  no  serious  active  infection 
v/as  discovered.

Modern  methods  of  treatment  have  completely  altered  the  outlook 
for  the  patient  \vith  early  taberculous  infection,  ^..^apid  complete 
cure  is  now  the  common  outcome  and  the  ‘'white  scourge"  v/hich  used  to 
<..ecimate  the  young  adults  of  both  sexes  is  a  thing  of  the  past. 


There  are  still,  no  doubt,  some  undiscovered  cases  among  the 
elderly,  particularly  the  older  men,  but  the  modexn  chest  pnysician 
now  has  potent  weapons  to  fight  and  render  non-liifectious  even  cases 
of  longstandiiig  disease,  so  that  they  are  no  longer  a  danger  to 
family  and  other  contacts.  This  may  be  describea  as  one  of  medicine's 
major  triuraphs.

the  district  is  a  regular  feature  of  these  reports.  There  is  no  sign 
of  improvement,  in  spite  of  new  s^'eed  IRnits,  u'ider  roads,  improvement 
of  corners,  roundabouts  and  the  like.  In  fact,  the  trend  is  steadily 
up./ards , 


Errors  of  judgiiient  figure  so  largely  in  causation  wnen  accidents 
are  analysed  that  one  wonders  if  passing  a  driving  test  is  really 
sufficient  proof  of  a  knowledge  of  safe  road  usage.  Excessive  speed 
for  the  circumstances  at  the  time  is  the  most  coiimon  cause  of  mishap, 
for  10  miles  per  hour  may  well  be  lethal  in  a  cro'5ijded  narro'w  street. 
The  greater  the  speed,  the  quicker  vital  decisions  may  have  to  be 
made.  Many  drivers  do  not  leave  themselves  time  to  avert  an  accident. 

V/e  need,  not  Eiore  speed  traps,  but  more  mobile  police  encouraged 
to  report  and  if  necessary,  to  proceed,  against  dangerous  drivers, 
before  they  cause  an  accident,  not  oi.ly  after  it  has  happened. 
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Young  aen  on  pov/erful  aotor  cycles  appear  to  have  joined  a 
suicide  club.  They  seem  to  need  a  test  of  mental  and  temperamental 
fitness  to  drive.  Perhaps  the  greatest  tragedy  is  the  hidden  number 
of  maiined  and  shattered  young  men  v/ho  manage  to  survive  the  crash, 
for  serious  damage  to  brain  or  spine,  if  not  fatal,  leads  to  aLmost 
certain  lifelong  disablement  and  they  pass  from  ’ton-up’  to  nheel 
chair  in  one  reckless  split  second. 

If  road  users  reported  to  the  Police  any  dangei'ous  driving  they 
saw,  collecting  other  v.dtnesses  if  possi:>le,  the  \/orst  offenders  night 
gradually  be  removed  from  the  roads.  Curving  counlry  lanes  need  notices 
such  as  ’No  overtald.ng  for  X  miles’  then  perhaps  even  the  breathless 
speed  hog  miglit  hesitate  to  pass  just  bexore  a  blind  corner.

During  the  same  period,  private  building  \/ith  sli,,,ht  fluctuations 
in  nuubers  in  the  late  '50’3,  has  increased  over  the  years  from  3^  in 
1^51  'to  a  peak  figure  of  714  1965.  v/hile  Council  building  from  I46 

dwellings  completed  in  1951  iias  gradually  dwindled  to  20-30  new  properties 
annually.

feature  of  this  part  of  the  re_.orts, v/as  the  post-war  occupation 


in  1946  of  "squatter’s  huts"  taken  possession  of  by  families  desperate  for 
homes.  Previous  to  this,  no  one  ..ould  have  thought  such  structures  acceptable 
Oven  as  temporary  dwellings  but  the  urgency  of  the  need  overcame  relactance 
to  use  them  and  the  Council  finally  accepted  the  situation  and  adpated 
further  hutments  on  other  sites  and  let  them  to  families  on  theii*  //aiting 
list.  By  the  end  of  1948, the  Council  had  converted  193  mutments  into 
passable  dwellings  with  the  initial  advantage  of  a  v/ater  supply,  electi-icity 
and  draiiage.  It  w'as  not  untml  1931  that  some  of  this  rather  substandard 
accommodation  //as  ceasing  to  be  used.  By  the  end  of  1953  only  77  were  still 
occupied  and  in  1958,  the  last  "hut"  'was  emptied. 

In  1958  I  suiruned  up  this  10  year  period  rhusr-on  balance  the  occupants 
gained  more  than  they  lost... and  health  statistics  of  this  camp  population 
have  been  no  worse  than  those  for  the  rest  of  the  communi'ty.  My  impi-ession  is 
that  the  younger  cliildren  actually  benefited  from  the  safe  playing  space 
round  cheir  homes, much  safer  tnan  the  traffic  laden  roads  ./Iiere  they  now  live" 

It  is  salutory  to  reflect  that  in  I985  there  are  still  267  council 
houses  lacking  the  full  amenities  of  a  modem  dv.^elling  while  our  "hut 
d'v/e Hers" ,  though  in  poorer  structure,  enjoyed  many  of  these  10-20  years  ago.

An  account  of  the  present  position  in  regard  to  the  water 
supply  of  the  district  will  he  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Aiij^ineer 
and  Surv(y  or. 

Two  comments  only  1  will  make.  One  is  that  any  community  has 
a  fundaiaental  right  to  a  wholesome  supply  of  v/ater  and  unless  the 
cost  is  absolutely  prohibitive,  no  financial  consideration  should 
be  allowed  to  stand  in  the  way  of  such  a  supply  being  provided. 

Second,  I  deeply  regret  th^t  in  spite  of  a  mass  of  scientific 
evidence  of  the  importance  of  an  adequate  flouride  caitent  of  '.jater, 
this  has  not  been  arranged  for.  This  is  one  of  the  easiest  and  most 
effective  method  of  reducing  the  amount  of  the  nation’s  commonest 
disease,  dental  decay  and  true  preventive  medicine.  That  the  mis¬ 
guided  emotions  of  the  elderly  should  be  allowed  to  obstruct  the 
health  of  the  young  is  a  tragedy  indeed.

Retrospectively,  'Then  it  is  recalled  that  the  hater  and 
Sewerage  iict  y/as  passed  in  1945,  the  xact  that  parishes  the  size  of 
Drayton  and  Taverham  have  still  no  maiii  sev;erage  in  1955,  that 
.roxham  and  Coltishall  are  only  just  being  sewered  axid  that 
although  a  well  built-up  parish  such  as  Horsford  has  no  scheme  w'ithin 
sight,  one  wonders  v/hy  there  has  been  so  much  delay. 

Cesspools  and  soakav/ays  make  poor  alternatives  with  higli 
density  building  on  land  \7ith  unsuitable  subsoil.  Veiy  ixioanitary 
conditions  can  prevail  under  these  circuiustaxices  and  either  a 
crash  programme  of  se\/erage  schemes  should  be  rushed  tnrough  or 
plaiining  permission  should  be  withheld  unless  it  can  be  proved  that 
the  proposed  building  site  can  deal  with  the  type  of  drainage  to  be 
pi'ovided.

Many  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  department  over  the  years  has 
been  made  easier  and  more  efficient  by  the  willing  and  friendly  co¬ 
operation  of  the  above.  Personal  contact  has  proved  very  valuable 
and  much  expert  advice  has  been  sought  and  ‘willingly  given. 
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To  my  colleaijUes  ill  all  branches  of  the  Health  Service,  I  have 
been  much  indebt ed« 

The  Medical  Directors  of  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  have 
been  invaluable  in  advice  on  the  cause  and  control  of  epidemics. 

Much  important  ini'ormation  chiefly  ab  ut  infectious  disease,  has 
been  passed  on  promptly  and  accurately  through  the  Public  Health 
^vrape  vi/ie,  an  .  I  Ov^-e  my  thanks  in  particular  to  my  nearest  nei^^hbours 
in  City  and  County. 

Hospital  Consultants,  Social  Workers,  and  nursMag  staff  have  all 
hel^;ed  me  to  see  the  case  ”in  the  round”  so  to  speak,  and  so  have 
made  it  easier  to  make  the  right  decisions. 

Since  my  appointment  in  -april  1947^  the  District  has  seen  many 
changes  and  it  is  interesting  to  try  to  dra;;  up  some  debit  and  credit 
account , 

On  the  credit  side,  ./e  have  the  rising  birth  rate  and  the  falling 
death  rate,  eiicouraging  signs  of  a  thriving  community.  Infectious 
disease  is  the  next  good  feature,  with  diphtheria  and  polio  abolised, 
tuberculosis  well  under  control  and  whooping  cough  reduced  in  severity 
and  prevalence,  all  due  to  medical  action  with  public  consent. 

The  tremendous  fall  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  to  25%  of  the 
1947  figure  is  another  medical  victory,  aided  by  maternal  exucation 
good  nursing  car  and  better  housing.  The  safety  of  the  milk  supply 
has  been  increased  by  the  eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis  and  the 
compulsoi^'"  pasteurisation  of  most  of  it. 

The  extension  of  mains  water  supplies  to  all  parishes  has 
stopped  the  use  of  all  but  a  few  shallow  wells  and  the  sewerage 
senemes  already  completed  have  brought  a  much  needed  amenity  to  some 
parishes . 

Housing  building  has  provided  good  homes  '..'ith  modern  facilities 
ior  many  families,  of  late  years  mainly  by  private  development  for 
owner- occupiers .  Improvement  of  pre-war  properties  has  been  sub¬ 
stantially  aided  by  local  authority  grants  totalling  ,€147? b26. 

Lastly,  voluntary  action  has  organised  Old  People’s  Clubs  in 
nearly  every  parish,  a  Meals-on-v/heels  service  expanding  every  year 
and  good  social  facilities  and  services  for  the  physically  handicapped 
of  the  district. 

After  14  years  in  very  unsatisfactory  quarters,  the  Public  Health 
Department,  was  re-heused  in  its  present  excellent  remises  at 
Cavendish  House,  '..here  working  conditions  are  very  good. 

All  this  gives  a  wonderful  picture  of  pro^,ress  and  social 
betterment  but  there  is  a  gloomier  side  to  the  scene. 
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Road  accidents  continue  to  increase  and  kill  or  maim  more 
people  every  year,  particularly  youn^  men  and  boys. 

Lung  cancer  becomes  more  prevalent  and  outs  off  more  men  in 
the  prime  of  life  each  year.  Coronary  thrombosis  and  chronic 
bronchitis  do  not  decrease  in  their  killing  and  crippling  effects. 

Medical  action  cannot  be  effective  here  -  betterment  can  only 
come  from  a  change  of  behaviour,  i.e.  more  careful  driviig,  a 
curtailment  of  heavy  cigarette  smoking. 

I  regret  that,  20  years  after  the  passing  of  the  hater  and 
Sewerage  let,  there  are  still  large  parishes  without  raain  draiiage 
in  spite  of  very  rapid  and  intensive  building  development  and  even 
some  groups  of  houses  to  which  mains  water  is  not  yet  available. 

The  waiting  list  for  Council  houses  gets  regrettably  longer, 
while  the  building  programme  becomes  more  and  more  curtailed,  and 
one  serious  side  effect  of  this  is  the  continued  occupation  of 
condemned  houses  which  should  have  been  vacated  years  ago. 

xilthough  a  large  sum  has  been  paid  in  improvement  grants  for 
private  properties,  over  2^0  Council  d./oL  lings  still  lack  the  full 
amenities  essential  for  modern  standard  of  living. 

Finally,  I  deeply  deplore  the  fact  that  in  spite  of  all  the 
supporting  scientific  evidence,  ignorant  emotionalism  has  been  allowed 
to  prevent  an  adequate  proportion  of  flyoride  being  added  to  the  water 
supply.  No  practitioner  of  preventive  medicine  cares  to  see  GO}o  of 
unnecessary  disease  occurriig  in  a  population  under  her  control. 

CONCLUSION 

At  the  end  of  my  long  years  of  service  with  the  Council,  I  should 
like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  all  their  interest  and 
support . 

To  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  particular  I  am  specially 
grateful  for  helpful  co-operation  in  forwarding  the  various  schemes 
I  have  put  before  them. 

I  have  greatly  appreciated  the  prompt  and  courteous  help  of  the 
other  Officers  of  the  Council  and  the  very  efficient  service  of  a 
succession  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  clerical  assistants.  The 
working  atmosphere  of  the  Public  Health  Department  has  al'ways  been 
a  happy  one  for  me.

MEAT  AND  XQQD  HTSPECTION 

For  the  first  time  since  private  slaughtering  \ias  recommenced,  the 
number  of  carcases  slauglitered  has  exceeded  100,000,  This  year’s  figures 
show  an  increase  of  10,297  over  the  previous  year. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  report  that  the  lOO^/o  record  of  the 
previous  year  was  not  maintamed.  Due  to  one  Inspector  overlooking  the 
fact  that  he  \ms  on  duty  on  a  Sunday  during  the  year,  60  pigs  and  30 
calves  left  this  district  uninspected.  The  slaughterhouse  o./ners  concerned 
did  not  report  this  failure  to  me,  and  it  vjas  not  until  the  following 
morning  v;hen  I  was  contacted  by  a  ’receiving’  authority  encuiring  why  a 
consignment  of  meat  had  not  been  inspected,  that  I  yas  made  a'ware  of  'the 
circumstances.  Action  was  immediately  taken  to  ensure  that  this  did  not 
recur. 

The  position  of  a  second  full  time  Meat  Inspector  was  filled  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  with  the  appointment  of  Hr ,Dye ,  The  practice 
of  appointing  Heat  Inspectors  was  justified  in  that  the  amount  of  overtime 
was  reduced  and  the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  able  to  spend 
their  tiiie'on  routine  work.

Three  complaints  'were  received  under  this  net  during  the  year. 


One  i.'as  of  a  cockrel  crov/ing  early  in  the  morning  and  on  investigation 
was  found  not  to  be  a  nuisance. 

nnother  concerned  noise  fraii  machinery  at  a  wood^^ard  and  this  was  satis¬ 
factorily  settled.  The  third  complaint  related  to  noise  from  an  extractor  fan 
installed  in  factory  premises  suituated  w'ithin  a  built-up  area.  This 
particular  factoiy  had  recently  changed  operations.  The  noise  produced  T;as 
considered  a  nuisance  and  the  occupiers  .;ere  contacted.  Co-operation  was 
forthcoming  and  a  large  baffle  \7as  constructed.  This  had  the  initial  effect 
of  blanlceting  noise  from  the  majori'by  of  houses,  but  unfortunately  channelled 
it  tov/ards  a  few  others  to  a  much  larger  degree.  An  offset  baffle  v/as  added 
to  the  first  baffle  vri-th  satisfactory  results. 
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There  was  certainly  a  tirae  lag,  from  the  initial  complaint  to  the 
time  of  the  completion  of  the  constructional  work  involved,  and  though 
it  may  have  appeared  fairly  reasonable  to  your  officers,  from  the  nuiaber 
of  telephone  calls  received,  it  certainly  did  not  appear  so  to  the 
complainants ,

I>uring  the  year  under  review/  no  outside  visits  \7ere  made  by  the 
Public  Health  (Slum  Clearance  and  Improvement  G-rants)  Committee, 

A  survey  was  made  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  during  the  year.  This  survey  'was  not  carried  out  in 
detail,  but  compiled  from  Office  records  and  a  cursory  inspection.  The 
result  vvas  that  it  is  considered  that  54^  houses  are  unfit  \.dthin  the 
Council’s  area  axid  action  v/ill  have  to  be  taken  021  these  in  future  years. 

Action  taken  during  the  year  consisted  of  the  making  of  5  Closing 
Orders  and  the  removal  of  four  demolition  orders  after  the  houses  had 
been  satisfactorily  repaired.

It  will  be  seen  that  this  year  was  very  much  a  standstill  one  as 
far  as  Slum  Clearance  matters  i.ere  concerned.  The  few  properties  on 
'v/hich  action  was  taken  follo./ed  complaints  from  occupiers  regarding 
condition  of  their  dwellings.  On  inspection  it  v/as  found  that  Closing 
Orders  ..'ere  the  only  suitable  course  of  action  to  be  taken. 


It  is  to  be  hoped  that  favourable  conditions  v;ill  soon  pi'evail 
for  the  building  of  Council  Houses  and  that  more  positive  action  can 
be  taken  to  remove  sub-standard  dwellings  within  the  Council's  area. 


One  favourable  aspect  of  Slum  Clearance  matters  was  the  final 
removal  during  the  year,  of  the  houses  contained 'w ithin  the  Clearance 
Areas  in  the  village  of  fouls ham.

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  proposals  for  Discretionary 
G- rants  in  respect  of  30  houses  and  'che  promised  grants  amounted  to 
cCll,109»  18.  8d,  Applications  in  respect  of  only  7  houses  were  refused 
(2  of  these  were  later  given  a  8  Bndard  G-rant),  .<oi‘k  at  29  houses  v/as 
completed  during  the  year  and  the  aiTiount  of  grants  paid  \ras  £10,383.  4.  9^.. 

The  numher  of  Discretionary  G-rant  applications  and  total  amount 
of  granos  approved  decreased  from  that  of  the  previous  year  v^hilst  the 
number  of  houses  completed  and  grants  paid  substanbially  increased. 

Approval  was  given  for  Standard  G-rants  in  respect  of  96  houses, 
and  the  maximum  amount  of  grants  that  could  be  paid  v/as  £18, 046.  13 .  41. 
Applications  in  respect  of  only  2  .vere  not  approved  and  applications  in 
respect  of  3  houses  could  not  be  paid  as  work  commenced  before  formal 
appi‘oval  'vjas  issued.  3  applications  were  v/ithdrawn.  work  at  81  houses 
was  completed  and  the  amount  of  grants  paid  v:as  £12,323.  13.  9d. 

The  number  of  Standard  G-rants  increased  over  that  of  the  previous 
year  as  did  the  amount  of  grants  'which  could  be  paid.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  the  Higher  Standard  Grant  is  in  many  v^ays  no;/  preferred  by  builders 
and  house  o;/ners  to  'the  Discretionary  G-rant,  Out  of  the  9^  applications 
received  38  v/ere  for  the  Higher  Standard  G-rant  which  allov/s  for  increased 
grant  for  mains  water  connections,  constiiiction  of  bathroom  addition 
and  septic  tank  drainage  systems.

No  alterations  uere  made  in  the  collection  service  during  the  year, 
21  parishes  receiving  weekly  and  27  fortnigiitly  collect...ons .  It  is 
regretted  that  it  has  -lOt  heen  possible  to  extend  a  v^eekly  collection 
service  for  all  parishes  but  \/ith  ever  increasing  costs  it  is  hard  to 
foretell  iirhen  this  desirable  end  'will  be  achieved. 

During  the  year  modern  compression  type  refuse  collection  vehicles 
were  demonstrated  on  rounds  in  the  district  and  authority  v/as  given  to 
purchase  three  of  these  ^0  cubic  yard  vehicles  for  delivery  in  1966,  The 
increasing  bulk  of  domestic  refuse  continued  as  in  previous  years.  The 
volume  of  refuse  collected  v/as  83; 590  cubic  yards  compared  with  76,340 
for  the  year  1964;  and  66,410  for  1962, 

A  proposal  for  the  provision  of  paper  sacks  for  refuse  colleccion 
was  considered  during  the  year  but  not  proceeded  with  due  to  the  cost 
involved. 


The  centralised  tip  at  fretterdiam  was  completely  filled  and 
decentralised  tips  'were  brought  into  ope^-ation,  located  at  Attlebridge, 
Burgh,  iiackheath  and  Aeepham,  These  sites  are  disused  pits  or  low  lying 
areas  and  'vvhen  filled  will  be  returned  to  agricultural  pursuits  for  for 
the  planting  of  trees. 

Difficulty  was  ex^Derienced  in  the  control  of  these  sites  during  the 
first  few  months  of  operations  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  conditions  had 
substantially  improved,  and  it  is  hoped,  ’.fill  continue  to  iraprove, 

A  trailer  'was  purchased  for  the  transport  of  the  fiat  Crav/ler 
Tractor  to  these  sites  and  is  fulfilling  its  job  satisfactorily.  The 
trailer  is  to./ed  by  the  existnig  five  ton  tip-up  lorry.  Serious 
consideration  was  given  to  changing  the  Cravfler  Tractor  to  a  tyred 
wheeled  vehicle  for  independant  movement  to  the  tips,  but  the  experience 
of  the  susceptabiiity  of  these  vehicles  to  punctures  on  the  tips  over¬ 
ruled  this  course  of  action.

This  service  operated  as  before  though  by  the  end  of  the  year  "che 
number  of  teams  had  been  reduced  to  vwo  of  tvfo  men  per  team.  The  amount 
collected  was  again  reduced  being  562,500  gallons  compared  with  655; 000 
in  1964  and  721,500  in  1963*  I  expect  this  gradual  decline  to  continue 
and  to  be  accelerated  when  the  wroxliam,  Coltishall  sewerage  scheme  and 
others  come  into  operation. 

Authority  v/as  given  during  the  year  to  strip  one  of  the  existing 
spare  vehicles  and  use  for  spare  parts  for  the  remaining  ones,  as  it  v/as 
found  that  spares  t/ere  difficult  to  obtain  for  these  ageing  vehicles . 
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The  number  of  loads  removed  by  this  service  substantially  increased 
over  that  of  the  previous  year.  This  is  due  to  the  number  of  new 
properties  being  erected  througiriout  the  c.istrict  vdiich  are  served  by 
cesspools . 


The  priiae  difficulty  of  this  service  is  the  disposal  of  the  effluent. 
The  farming  community  are  no  longer  vvilling  to  have  this  spread  on  their 
fields  as  in  b^'gone  years.  Agreement  v/as  reached  with  the  neighbouring 
City  Council  to  dispose  of  the  el'fluent  into  their  sewers  at  a  cost  of 
2s,  6d,  per  load.  After  only  a  few  loads  "./ere  uisposed  of  in  tliis  May 
it  was  found  that  their  sewers  became  clogged  and  so  peimission 
V7ithdra’'./n,  Around  this  time  this  service  nearly  came  to  a  standstill, 
because  of  lack  of  tipping  sites.  Ko.jever,  with  the  opening  up  of  the 
nev/  refuse  disposal  site  it  has  been  found  possible  to  olischarge  this 
effluent  into  the  refuse  \/ith  satisfactory  results.

Hr.  Chairuan,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  lay  annual  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  Deceaher,  I965. 

1963  v/as  my  first  complete  year  as  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the 
Council  and  although  the  year  had  no  particularly  outstanding  events  I 
am  pleased  to  he  able  to  report  that  the  engineering  staff  of  the 
Department  made  considerable  progress  and  a  great  deal  of  survey  and 
design  work  was  carried  out  in  connection  ’v/ith  nev/  capital  schemes  for 
main  drainage  in  different  parts  of  the  area.  The  provision  of  a  main 
drainage  scheme  to  any  village  is  a  lengthy  process,  but  I  am  sure  that 
the  work  completed  in  I963  has  been  a  very  useful  contribution  and  1 
trust  that  ¥/e  shall  shortly  begin  to  see  the  fruition  of  our  labours. 

In  September  a  t-^^oup  of  Councillors  made  a  tour  of  the  district 
T/hich  provided  an  opportunity  for  them  to  inspect  a  nurflber  of  existing 
seirerage  and  water  installations  together  with  some  v/orks  under  con¬ 
struction.  An  inspection  of  the  Council's  Depot  at  Erettenham  was  also 
included  and  I  feel  that  this  tour  vvas  extremely  helpful  to  all  members 
of  the  Council  who  took  part  and  to  your  Officers. 

No  member  of  the  staff  left  the  Department  during  the  year,  but 
three  new  officers  joined  us.  Mr.  K,  Money  joined  the  Department  in 
March  as  Assistant  Engineer  thus  filling  a  vacancy  which  had  existed 
since  September  196A«  In  addition  Mr.  C.  Hunter  (Clerk  of  Works),  and 
Mr.  V/.  Keighley  (Building  Inspector)  joined  the  Department  early  in 
the  year,  both  appointments  being  additional  to  the  previous  establishment, 

I  have  this  time  included  a  number  of  appendices  to  the  report 
¥/hich  contain  the  majox’ity  of  the  statistical  infornation  which  has  been 
presented  in  previous  years  together  with  certain  additions!  items,  and 
I  trust  that  this  innovation  will  make  the  report  more  interesting  and 
useful, 

I  should  like  to  e:Mpress  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  support 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  indeed  the  v/hole  Council,  throughout 
the  year,  and  I  am  particularly  grateful  to  all  the  members  of  my  staff 
for  the  loyal  and  c  onscientious  manner  in  v/hich  they  have  carried  out 
their  duties  during  the  year.

k/ork  proceeded  throU(;hout  the  year  on  the  contract  for  the  provision 
of  sewers  v.dthin  the  North-h'ast  Parishes  Sewerage  Scheme  and  despite 
difficult  ground  conditions  excellent  progress  has  been  made  by  the 
Contractor.  This  joint  schade  vdth  Smallburgh  ilural  District  v/ill  provide 
main  drainage  to  the  villages,  of  v/roxliam,  Coltidiall,  liorstead  and 
Belaugh  v/ithin  our  own  district.  It  is  to  bo  regretted  that  so  much 
delay  has  arisen  over  the  letting  of  contracts  for  the  construction  of 
the  sewage  woiks  and  the  pumping  stations  necessar)'  for  this  scheme.  I 
consider  there  is  every  possibility  that  the  majority  of  sewer  laying 
v/ill  now  be  completed  before  the  new  v/orks  are  ready  to  receive  sewage. 

At  the  end  of  19^4  a  contract vjis  let  for  Sxage  I  of  the  Drayton 
Sewerage  Scheme  and  v/ork  caumenced  in  January,  I965.  ‘Dhe  './ork  proceeded 
satisfactorily  and  was  completed  in  July.  This  first  stage  provided  a 
foul  drainage  system  to  approximately  200  properties  in  the  Hum  Road 
area  of  Drayton  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  v/ith  its  completion  the 
Norfolk  County  Council  will  proceed  v/ith  the  making-up  and  adoption  of 
a  number  of  unniade  roads  ./hich  exist  in  this  area. 

Following  the  Council’s  decision  tov/ards  the  end  of  19^4  "fco  proceed 
as  reapidly  as  possible  with  the  provision  of  main  drainage  schemes  for 
the  parishes  of  Dra^Pcon,  Tave;vham,  Cawston,  Foulsham  and  Marsham,  the 
v/ork  of  design  for  these  schemes  v/as  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
the  position  at  the  end  of  I963  v/as  briefly  as  follows 

1.  Marsham 

It  was  decided  that  sewage  from  this  vil.lage  should  be 
pumped  to  the  existing  sewers  in  Aylsham  and  that  proposals 
for  the  provision  of  sewers  in  Marshaim  should  also  include 
a  major  extension  of  the  Aylsham  treatment  ',/orks .  This 
would  cope  \;ith  the  considerable  volume  of  private  house 
building  taking  place  in  i^iylsham.  The  v/hole  of  these 
proposals  i.'ero  finalised  and  the  scheme  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  in  SeiDtember.  An  engineering  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  hold  a  local  investigation  of  the  scheme  in 
December  and  I  trust  that  permission  to  proceed  with  the 
scheiae  v/ill  be  forthcoming  early  in  I966. 

2 .  I^ul-Sham 

work  proceeded  during  the  year  on  the  preparation  of 
a  detailed  scheme  for  sewering  the  village  and  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  new  treatment  works,  provision  being  made 
in  the  ./orks  for  the  future  receipt  of  drainage  from  a 
number  of  small  parishes  in  the  Mitford  and  Launditch 
Rural  District.  I  hope  that  sufficient  progress  v/ill  have 
been  made  for  the  scheme  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
during  1966. 
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3.  Caws ton 


Here  again  \/ork  proceeded  on  the  detailed  design 
of  a  sewerage  system  for  the  village  together  vd.th 
outline  proposals  for  a  village  treatment  works.  Our 
proposals  have  been  complicatod  by  the  possibility  of 
mald-iig  provision  for  the  receipt  of  wastes  from  a  large 
slaughter  house  in  the  village  and  negotiations  with 
the  Fatstock  Marketing  Corporation  were  proceeding  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  I  am  anxious  to  complete  these  negotiations 
in  order  that  our  proposals  in  outline  can  be  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  in  I966. 


4 .  Drayton  and  Taverham 

n  great  deal  of  consideration  v/as  given  to  the 
problem  of  dealing  -i/ith  the  sewage  from  these  t;/o  large 
villages  and  during  the  year  outline  proposals  were 
completed  vihich  \7ill  provide  for  a  major  sewage  treat¬ 
ment  'Works  to  be  sited  at  Spix'./orth.  The  whole  scheme 
will  provide  not  only  for  tiiese  tv/o  villages  but  for  a 
number  of  others  in  the  central  area  of  the  district. 

The  scheme  in  outline  was  appi'oved  by  the  Council  and 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  the  Norfolk  County  Council 
in  September  and  I  personally  regret  the  considerable 
delay  which  nov;  seems  inevitable  before  this  scheme  can 
proceed  and  main  drainage  be  provided  in  an  area  ./here 
it  is  so  desperately  and  urgently  needed. 

Appendix  2  includes  a  table  which  indicates  the  number  of  properties 
which  have  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  se'wers  during  19^3  together 
v7ith  the  total  connected  to  each  main  scheme. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

For  the  purpose  of  v/ater  supply  the  district  is  divided  into  two 
areas  as  follows 

A,  Nor./ich  Corporation  area  of  supply,  comprising  23 
parishes  forming  the  eastern  and  sou  them 'parts  of 
the  district  v/ith  an  area  of  47? 086  acres  and  con¬ 
taining  about  Q^/o  of  the  population  and  90%  of  its 
rateable  value , 

B,  This  Council’s  area  of  supply,  camprising  23  parishes 
T/ith  an  area  of  43? 919  acres,  but  containing  only 
some  1^0  of  the  po^julation  and  10%  of  the  rateable 
value  of  the  district. 
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The  parishes  in  which  there  are  already,  water  mains  contain 
apiDroxiiiiately  of  the  whole  population  of  the  district. 

During  the  year  the  Mitford  and  Launditch  hural  District  proceeded 
w’ith  the  laying  of  water  mains  in  the  Bintree  area  of  their  district  and 
commenced  to  take  v/ater  from  foulsham  to  supply  this  area.  They  also 
proceeded  with  the  laying  of  mains  to  the  village  of  Sparham  and  here 
again  started  to  take  v;ater  from  this  Council’s  mains  at  Sparham  Hill, 

Contract  v.ork  on  the  provision  of  iron  removal  plant  at  the  Foulsham 
source  commenced  in  January  and  'was  completed  in  mugust,  I  aia  pleased 
to  report  that  this  plan  has  I'Orked  well  and  that  the  problems  resulting 
from  the  high  content  of  iron  in  the  Foulsham  water  have  now  been 
resolved. 

In  the  Council’s  area  of  supply  tu'o  short  lengths  of  water  main 
were  laid  in  connection  with  new  housing  development  at  Cawston  and 
Jeston  Longville.  Both  chese  extGnsioiTS;/ei'e  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
water  maintenance  staff. 

In  the  Norwich  Corporation  area  of  supply  ne'w  mains  were  laid  and 
brought  into  use  at  Gt.  Hautbois  hoadj  Coltisha.il,  and  mains  .;ere  laid 
to  serve  the  village  of  Belaugh  although  these  had  not  been  brought 
into  use  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Throughout  the  year  i-egular  samples  \tfere  taken  of  the  supplies  from 
the  mains  in  tne  Council’s  area  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the 
majority  of  these  were  found  to  be  excellent.  In  certain  cases,  adhere 
suspicious  or  unsatisfactory  results  were  obtained  repeat  saieples  v;ere 
taken  following  the  x lushing  of  the  mains  and  these  gave  satisfactory 
results.  In  the  case  of  the  Heydon  supply  a  number  of  unsatisfactory 
results  ./ere  obtained  and  I  felt  it  adviseable  to  instal  a  chlorinator 
which  the  Council  had  in  store.  FoUo./ing  the  installation  of  this 
equipment  all  furiher  samples  have  been  satisfactory. 

iippendix  3  contains  a  number  of  statistics  including  details  of 
the  total  quantities  of  'water  supplied  from  the  Council’s  various  sources 
together  with  details  of  the  nuiiber  of  connections  to  the  mains. 
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BUILDII'I& 


During  the  year  1,93^  na\i  plans  'wTere  deposited  for  Towii  Planning 
permission  or  Building  Byelav/  appr  val,  compared  v/ith  2,138  applications 
in  1964.  The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  under  the  Building 
ByelavTs  v;as  7>  824  compared  uith  7>334  in  1984* 

During  the  year  738  dv/ellings,  including  24  Council  duellings, 

\/ere  completed,  and  at  tho  end  of  the  year  684  were  in  course  of 
erection.  These  figures  compare  vm.th  Zf41  dv;ellings  completed  in  I964. 
and  699  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  I984.  These  .figures  indicate 
that  the  pace  of  neu  building  in  the  district  continues  as  rapidly  as 
ever.  The  taslv  of  building  control  and  inspection  is  an  iimmense  one  and 
despite  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Building  Inspector  early  in  the 
year  there  have  been  times  v;hen  the  resources  of  this  section  of  my 
Department  have  been  stretched  to  tneir  limit. 

During  the  year  the  neu  Building  Regulations  u’ere  published.  Those 
will  come  into  force  in  February  I966.  A  great  deal  of  time  has  had  to 
be  spent  on  the  re-organisation  of  stationery  and  procedure  to  meet  the 
requirements  and  implhrentation  of  these  ne’v/  Regulations  and  it  seoms 
obvious  that  during  I966  there  is  bound  to  be  a  certain  amount  of  difficulty 
and  consequent  delay  in  dealing  math  some  applications. 

CARAVAN  SITES  liRj)  CONTROL  OF  DWELOPMERT  nCT,  19^0 

During  the  year  28  site  licences  and  37  renewals  ./ere  issued  under 
the  above  Act.  Applications  for  site  licences  were  refused  in  ten  cases 
where  permission  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts  had  also  been 
refused.
